States report his address to the gov- 
ernment during the month of Janu- 
ary. The report must be made on 
Form 1-53, which ma'y be obtained 
from any United States Post Office 
or from any Immigration office. 
The requirement applies to all aliens 
who are in the United States on 
January 1st and to aliens who re- 
side in the United States and may be 
temporarily absent during January. 
Persons in the latter group must re- 
port their address within ten days 
after return to the United Slates. 
The address of minor children aliens 
must be reported. by their parents or 
guardian. * 

Sahli warned that failure to com- 
ply with the address reporting re- 
quirements of the Act carries severe 
penalties. Aliens failing to comply

DURHAM, N. I i C— Two Duk« 
University scientists who hooded 
an expedition to tho Sahara Desert 
hove returned with new knowledge 
of one of the world's' most astound- 
ing beasts— the camel. 

The zoologists are Dr. Knut* 
Schmidt-Nielsen and his wL'o Dr.- 
Bodll Schmldl'NIclnen, who took 
their three children with them on 
an ' expedition to a desert oasis 
500 miles inland from Algiers, The 
undertaking was. financed by the* 
Guggenheim Foundation, UNESCO 
and'the U. S, Government' 

Dr. Schmidt-Nielsen says the ex- 
pedition' gathered extensive data 
en • the '■ camel's heat regulation 
mechanisms, water, conservation 
and kidney. function. 

The camel can stand Increases. 
in body temperature of as 'much 
as 11 degrees Farenheit, he says, 
an Increase equivalent to critical 
fever In man and most animals. 
' ■ Perspiration ■ In '■"' human beings 
keep body temperature at constant - 
level, the. zoologist explains, while 
the camel '. begins sweating only 
after a considerable. Increase In 
body temperature and even -then 
does not- drip with perspiration.' 
This stinginess with body moisture ' 
is one of the. reasons camels can. 
go for weeks and months without 
a drink of water. 

The camel' doea not have a spe- 
cial compartment In his stomach, 
hump or elsewhere for storing wa- 
ter. Dr. Schmidt-Nielsen says, 
pointing out ! that the hump 'con- 
sists mostly of fat. 

The experimental work includ- 
ed weighing; camels by means of a , 
massive scale - and i canvas sting;' 
analyzing blood and ■ urine sam- 
ples; and dissecting camels for 
study , of stomach, kidneys, and 
other organs.

WASHINGTON--' An extremely ' 
remote "uncle" of mammals .and < 
man still survives after at least ' 
300,000,000 years. ' 

Such Is. the coclacanth, the an- 
cient flsh abundant as a fossil 
coeval with the earliest dinosaurs, 
two living specimens of which have 
been found In the' Indian Ocean. 

When discovery of the first liv- 
ing fish of this supposedly long- 
extinct group was announced a 
' few years ago, the creature was 
widely described as a '.'missing 
link," This is far from true, says 
a. report Issued by :the Smithson- 
ian . Institute, Whllo 'they may 
. represent a _ missing link In . one , 
sense (they are close to the orlg- • 
lnal condition' from which the land- 
dwelling " back -boned animals' 
arose)' and they , do breathe air, 
they lack one Important feature— 
the ability to breathe air through 
their, nostrils.
